for ſay they, how can we ſay that God made the ſoule, and yet not 
make him the Author of her ſinne, for in her hies the corruption 
for Adams body did not fin but his ſoule, and ſo brought the body 
to corruption, So we would fain make him the Author of the wine, 
if we knew whom to blame for her dreggs ; none were yet ſo 
groſſe, as to contend for this, that ſoules may be traduced from 
bodyes, between whoſe natures there is no proportion, but many 
ſubtle wits have juſtified that ſoules may ſpiritually ſpring from 
þ ſoules, which if the nature of the ſoul be tryed would even, in na.

but part of his Therefore this ſin of kind was not perſonall. but 
reall and hereditary ; the guile ard puniſhment whereof muſt paſs 
by courſe of nature and law : for as that eaſie iaw was given to all, 
to Anceſtor, to heir firſt and laſt, ſo the tranſgreſſion was generall, 
in our law we ſee ſome foot ſteps of this which take her root from 
God and nature: Ten thouſand men make but one corporation, 
and theſe and their ſucceſſors are bur one, and if they gain or looſe 
their liberties, they barme. and profit not themfelyes alone, but

See how man argues agaioft himſelfe; Why ſhould we not have 
other means to know ꝰ aschildren in the wombe live by the navil, 
but being come forth are nouriſh<drotherwiſe, children if they had 
uſe of their fences, and could h ar their mothers tell them, that in 
a ſhort time they ſhould come from chence, they then would fear 
their birth, more then we tear our death, and would cry out, that 
if their navill firings were cut, how ſhould their lifes be preſerved ? 
ſince no other conduit brings their food ; and if a man ſhould te- 
ply unto thoſe babes and tell them her they come into this fair 
world, they ſhall ſee the Sun, Moon and Stars, Sea and earth, and 
meet with ten thouſand dainties, which they (bail take in with plea- 
ſure in their mouthes, which ſha!l be cordiall as well as ſweet. and. 
thc i” little limbs ſhall grow unto tall bodies they would thinke it 
a fable, as we doe of the Story of the Golden age, or as among us 
many ſenſuall ſpirits hold the world to come a feined ſtage, yet 
thoſe infants ſhall find it true. So when the ſoule is born, ſor death 
is nothing but the ſoules birth, ſhe ſhall ſee ten thouſand thing: 
beyond ber imagination, ard know them in an uni noun manner, 
them ſhall ſhe fee no more by ſpectacles, nor hear no more by her 

double Spies, her ſelfe in inſtant will all things explore, for every 
thing is preſent to her, and lyes before her. 

But ſtill it may be objcRed, if the ſoules departed doe live, why 
do they not return to bring us newes of the ſtrange world wherein. 
they ſee ſuch wonders; vain man we doe beleeve that men ſive 
under the Zenith of both the frozen poles, although none come 
from thence to tell us: So cannot we have the like faith of our 
ſoules, the ſoule hath no more to doe hete, then we have to teturne 
into our mothers womb, what man did ever covet it, although we 
all come from thence + and that ſhewes the ſaule hath a good be- 
ing that they never deſire to comehither again; douhtleſſe [och 


ſoules as mountup ſo high as to ſte their Creators face, holds this 


in ſo baſe an account, as that ſhe looks down and ſcorns this wret- 


ched, 
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ched place. As for ſuch as are detruded to hell, if they would come 
here, yet th eycannot, but &ill there are ſome wicked ones as ſay, 
that politick men have ſpread this lye of heaven and hell only to 
make men virtuous, ſo then it ſeems morall virtues be good, but 
they ſpeake this for their private gain, for that is the ſtanding of 
Common-wealths, wherein their private benefit is interteſted, but 
how can that be falſe that the Chriſtian, Jew, Turke, Perſian, Tar- 
ter, Canibal hold to be true, this doctrine entred not into the ear, 
but is native in the breaft, if death ſhould deſtroy man for whoſe 
ſake all things was made, then ſhould he be more miſerable then 
Dawes, Trees, and Rockes, which laſt longer then he who is taken 
away at an inſtant, but bleſſed be that great power that hath bleſ- 
ſed mao wich longer life then heaven and earth, and hath inſu ed 
into man mortall powers not ſubject to the grave, for although 
the ſoul ſeeme to bear about it her grave, and almoſt buried alive 
in this world, ſhe needs not to fear che death of the body, for when 
this ſhell is broke, there comes forth a chicken, for as there are 
three eſſentiall powers of the ſoule, the quickning power, and pow- 
er of the Sence, and alſo of reaſon, there be alſo three kinds of ſiſe 
deſined her, in her due ſeaſon to perfect them all; The firft life 
which is vegiti ve is that nurſing power ſpent in the wombe, where 
when ſhe finds defects of nouriſhment, ſhe expells her body and 
growes too bigpe for that place, and comes into the world where 
all his ſences are in perfection, where he finds flowers to ſmell, and 
fruits to taſt, ſees ſundry formes, and hears varieties of founds, and 
when he bath paſt ſomtime upon this ſtage, his reaſon begins to be 
awaked, which although ſhe ſpringes when ſences begin to fade by 
realon of age; yet can ſhe make here no perfe practice. 

Then doth the aſpiring ſoul leave the body, which we call death, 
but were it known to all what life our ſoules receive by this death, 
they would rather call it a birth,” or Gaole delivery; for in this 
third liſe reaſon will be ſo bright, as her ſparkes will be lik: the Sun 
beames, and ſhall the reall ght enjoy of God, being (till increaſt 
by divine influence, Then let us take up this acclamation : O ig- 
norant poor man, what beareſt thou lockt up in the casket of thy 
breaſt, what Jewels and what riches, and what heavenly treaſure 
haſt thou in ſo weak a cheſt. Looke into thy ſoule and thou ſhale 
ſee ſuch virtues, honour, and pleaſure, and whatſoever is counted 
excellent in this life. Thinke of * worth, and then know —

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God did mean thy worthy mind ſhould embrace worthy things ; 
Blot not her —— with unclean thoughts ; neither Fon d 
her with thy baſe paſſions ; 4 power with- 
ſurfeitings and 3 let not her ſenſitive power be mar d 
with ſenſualities and fleſhly deſites; & let not her ſerious thought: 
be employed on idle things, and enſlave not her will to vanity, and 
whenſaever thou thinkeft of her eternity, have not this evill 
thought of her, that death is againſt her nature, no aſſure thy ſelfe 
it is a birth in which ſhe is brought ſorth to a better being, and 
when thou comeſt to dye, ſing and rejoyce as a (war, that thou art 
a going to blifſe ; if thou have faith to beleeve in Jeſus Chriſt that 
thy ſi nns may be forgiven thee, and whereas before thou did'ſt fear 
1s a child which is in the darke, fear not now having this light 

into thee: and now O thou my ſoule turn thine eye in- 
ward, and view the rayes and beams of thy divine forme, and know 
that whilſt thou art clonded with this fleſh of thine, thou canſt not 
know any thing perfectly; ſtudy the bigheſt and beſt things, but 
retayne an humble thought of thy ſelfe, caſ down thy ſelf, and 
Arive to raiſe the glorious and ſacred name of thy Maker and bleſ- 
ſed Redeemer ; uſe all thy powers to praiſe that bleſſed power 
which gives thee power to be, and alſo power to uſe thoſe powers 
thou art endewed withall, and thus hue up all and ſay, the depth 
of the riches both of the wiſdome and knowledge of God, how wnſearch- 
able are bis Fudgments, and bis wayes paſt findi»g out, Of bim and 
through him, and. to him are all things, to whom be glory for

I, Miſtake of Heaven is, that fancey the happineſſe of Heaven to conſiſt 
only in things without them, and look upon it only as an outward place, 
and not as an inward ſtate and diſpoſition of the Soule. 


II. Groſſe conceit of Heaven is. as if it were nothing but a Theatre, a place 
of ſights and ſhowes, and God himſelfe were nothing bur a more Pom- 
pious ſpeRacle, there to be g1zed upon by theſe bodily e es, whereas we 
are never at a diſtance from him, but onlv in the diſper ſion, multiphcity, 
diſtraction, and ſcattering of our þ- „, and in the diſſimilitude, and: 
diſproportion of our ſoules unto h.o. 


III. Another Vulgar and common miſtake is that God doth not require any 
endeavours or activity of ours in the buſineſſe of Heaven, and that he 
deales with us in matters of Grace and Glory, as meere ſtocks, andftores,. 
and inanimall creatures, and not in any way ſuitable to us as free and ra- 
tionall, for although we cannot make alive the new man in us yet we. 
may concur to the killing, and deſtroying of the old, by refuſing to ſa- 
tisfie the luſts and cravings of it. 


IIII. Neither are we to entertain this conceit, that God hath found out- 
any other way to ſave bis people from Hell and deſtruction, without (a+ 
ving of them from their ſins and wickedneſſes.

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What Heaven is, vindicated from the Ful gar

"lc Goſpellers undermine the true righteouſneſſe of God, and 
make che Goſpel — elſe but a flight imagination; we 
mould not entertain any ſuch conceit, as if Chriſt came with any 
new devife to bring men to heaven without the hard lab ur of 
mortifying their luſts, as if the intent of his coming was to pro- 
mulgate eaſe ard liberty to the fleſh, and by his being crucityed 
for us upon the Croſſe, to excuſe our crucifying the vid man in our 
bearts, as if he had found out a way to fave his people from hell 
and deſtruction, without ſaving of them from their ſins and wicked. 
neſſes 1. The poſſibility of atrainiog that righteouſneſſe chat is 
required of us in the Goſpel, it is by the power of Chriſt accainable, 
 orelſe'none could enter into the Kingdome of Heaven, He that 
is horn of God ſins not, for his ſeed remaines in him, and he cannot 
fin, becuu'e he is burn of God, and muſt we needs ſay that he that 
is born of God can and may doe nothing elle but ſin ? is the im- 
mcrtall ſeed of Gods holy ſpirit, of Gods eternall word in the 
heats of true helcev ers, is nothing elle but the ſeed ofthe Serpent, 
and the Cockatr.ce Eggs, it is poſſible that the divine nature that 
the Scripture ſpeaks of, ſhould be nothing elſe but the nature of the 
Devil, that Gods holy ſpirit in us ſhou d make us habitations for 
it ſelſe to dwell n, ard yer ſuffer us at the ſame time to be veſſells 
of ſin and Satan; is the end of the holy Goſpel not at all to free 
us from lin by the power of Chriſt, but only to ſpread a Purple 
vaile over us, not all to deftroy the works of the Devill in us but 
only to cover them from Gods avenging eye; Is the end of the 
Goſpel nothing elſe, but to paliate over the diſeaſes of our cor- 
ruptions, which remain in us ever ſerce the fall, and not at all to 
cure them. If ſo then, ſurely the traſon of this is either, becauſe 
Chriſt is not able to overcome ſin and Satan in us, as the Mani lecs 
of old dreamed, or elſe becauſe he is not willing, and that is a 
greater diſparagement to him then the former, for the other robbs 
him only of the Glory of his power, but this ſpoyles bim of the 
Glory of his goodneſs; as if Chriſt: ſhould envy that to us, which 
of all other things is the moſt neceſſary to make us bappy ; or as 
if God were not as carefull to advance his Kingdome of light, 
here. 
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here in the world, as. the -Devill is to inlarge his Kingdome of 
tarkneſſe, as if God did not love his own butifull Image, his own 
ſon and nature, but would willingly ſuffer it to be choaked and 
ſmothered here in che world by thoſe Ficads of darknefſe, whom 
he bach long ſinte lockt and fettered up in chaios of darkneſſe, and 
reſerved for the 'udgment of che great day. Say's the Philoſopher 
no m an ſets up a marke on purpoſe that men might miſſe it, and 
ſhall God ſer up this marke of tigbteouſneſſe in the Goſpel 8s a 
Butt for us to aime at, for this very end and purpoſe, that all 
the world ſhould miſſe it; Can he that is the ſaithſull and true 
Ce d put ſuch a trick of fraud and mockery upon his creatures? 
No ſurely, righteouſi eſſe, evangelicall righteouſneſſe is the only 
thing intended per, ſee in all Gods Commandernents, and in 
which is rothing elſe but a miſſing of the marke, comes in by ac- 
cident, fin is that which God will either deſtroy and baniſh out of 
the World by the clear diſcovery of his truth in the hearts of men, 
or elſe he will at laſt chain it in the bottomleſſe pit to all eternity, 
ard make the blackneſſe of it to be a ſoyle to ſet off the glory of 
his jr ſtice. 
But it is ſuggeſted by ſome, that Chriſt will not therefore be- 
ſtow any true righte ou neſſe, holine ſſe, or ſanctification upon a 
Sai t, on furpoſe t at he might keep him humble, as if the only 
way to make men tuly tumble, were to make them wicked, and 
as it men would be ſo much the more proud, by how m uch the 
more holy, and made truly partakers of the image of God, 
Away then w th this fond cc nceit, whereby we doe nothing elſe 
but gratifie mens luſts; And ſmother and extir guiſh the liſe of 
God in the norld, it is the ſluggard that ſayes there is a Lion in 
che way, but the ti ue belee ver ſaith, Who art thou O great moun. 
tsin before, Zerublabel thou ſhalt become a plain, nay, the truth 
it lelfe fairh, All things are p. ſſible to ihem that beleeve, we may 
andoubtedly by the power of God in us, prevaile every day more 
and more over the power of ſin and Satan, the weapons of our 
warfare are very pow: rfull and able to batter down tte firong 
holds of Satan in our hearts. de that is indeed born of God ſhall 
overcome the world, ard the fleſh, and the Devil to, by the pow- 
er of Godin him, he ſhall deſtroy the law of ſin in his members, 
by the true Law, the Law of the Spirit of life, and if we ſhould 
wich unſeigned ſimplicity of heart apply our ſelves to God, and 
religne 
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efigning up our ſelvs to him, to be t & led by him, we ſhould 
certainly find that bis free ſpitit would inwardly lead us into all 
wayes of obedience, and chat it would be as natural! and as delighe- 
full to us, to walke on in choſe pleaſant pathes of holineſſe and 
riphteouſneſſe, as ever it was to wander in thoſe crooked wayes 
ſin and wickednefſe ; may the true Regenerate chriſtian, is ſo 
far from delighting ſecretly in the wayes of fin, as the falſe hearted 
by pocrite thinks he doth, that there is nothing that more hurts 
and wounds his ſoule, then that he hath nor a more ſively ſence of 
evill, for the divine life in bim being a delicace and render thing 
hath the moſt quickeſt ſence of any thing that is contrary to it, 
and is moſt ingenious and induſtrious for felfe preſet vation againſt 
it, wiſdome is eaſie to the wiſe, ſayes Solomon, and her wayes are 
wayes of pleaſantneffe to them, and all her paths are peace, and 
ſin is the moſt ugly and forlorn thing in the world Let not there- 
fore theſe evill ſpyes that bring an eyill report upon this Land of 
Promiſe, diſheatten and diſcourage us, but let us gde on in the 
Power of God and his ſtrength, and exercife our faith in this, not 
only that we ſhall be fi ced from Fire and Brimſtone here after, but 
that we ſhall be deſivered from the power of fin, and S tan in our 
own hearts, this is that faith whereby we overcome the world; 
ardif we had more of this faith in the power of Chrift to deftroy 
our corruptions in us, and to tread down Satan under our ſeete, 
and all that fond and ungrounded confiderce, that God intends to 
ſave us while we continue under the power of in, we ſhould goe 

on more ſucceſſefully and proſgeroufly in the way to Heaven. 

Ard it is a dangerous miſtake now under the Goſpel, to con- 
ceive. that God will fave men out of a ford affection towards 
them, without renuing of their natures, and be getting his own ſon 
the new Creature in their hearts. Meerly for beleeving this very 
thing, that they ſhall be ſaved, as if it were p ſſible for men to be 
made happy, without being delivered from the power of fin, 
which is all one, as if we ſhould ſay that it were po ſſible for men to 
be ſaved without falyation, ſurely ſuch as theſe think heaven no- 
ohing elſe but a meer place without them, a fine gllerirg place, 
whole gates are of pearl, and the walls of Jaſper, and the bottome 
paved with flarrs, à very Turkiſh Paradiſe, for had they once 
taſled of the true pleaſures of the ſoule purg'd from flo, and reslly 
- &ltahhſhcinthelife of God, they would chen fee fo much*defor- 
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miey in ſin, that they would not accept of heaven upon ſuch terms , 

ds thoſe that is to be placed in an outward heaven, without the in- 
ward change and tenuing of their mindes, without the conforming 
of their ſoules to the Image and likeneſſe of God; I am ſure a 
true Saint would nor take heaven on ſuch conditions as theſe are, 
that he might en'oy all. the out ward pleaſures that are poſſible, 
that he might have a ſhining glitering body, that he might tread 
upon Stars, and flye upon the wings of the winde, that he might 
converſe wi {heroine and ee Angels and arke Angels, 
if all thiswhile he muſt continue filthy within, full of, noyſome 
and ſtincking luſts, voyd of divine wiſdome tha: purges and -puri- 
fies the ſoule, having a darke and ſottiſh minde, unruly affeRtion, 
continually ſtrugling and quarrelling within. 

God he may indeed diſpence with the puniſhment that belongs 
to ſin, he may forgive and.pardonin reſpect of puniſhment, but 
he can never account thoſe truly holy, that are truly wicked, and 
bond ſlaves to ſin and Satan. Now this can neyer make us happy 
to be freed only from the punifhment of ſin; we can never be hap. 
py, till we be made pertakers of the life of God himſelſe, till we 
have the ſame minde and life in us that is in God himſelfe. 

If God ſhould account us righteous, except we were truly poſ- 

ſe ſſed of a righteouſneſſe within us, I may ſpeak it with reverence, 
this could doe us no good, no true cbriſtian would be contented 
with it, no more then a man that is ſick, cduld be contented to be 
accounted whole, or one that is poor and naked, could be conten- 
ted to be accounted rich and cloathed, no more then one that is 
frozen.in a cold winter night, could be contented to be accounted 
hot, nothing without us can make us really happy,till we be inward- 
ly. made pertakers of the Image of God. 

But it is very plain and eaſie to diſcover the groundot theſe mi- 
fakes, becauſe carnal men deſi:e nut ſo much to enjoy heaven, as to 
be freed from bell, or if they deſite beaven they deſire nothipg at 

all in it, but only their own caſe ard carnall pleaſure, it would 
- ſerve their turn well-enough, if they could but have an artifice to 
get their ſins pardoned, that they might be freed from the puniſh- 
ment that is due to them, and might be admitted into a ſenſuall 
heayen, though they live to * eternity under the power oſſin and 


and never have the left taft of che true heavenly Man; 
a owledge of the name ach on the white ſtone, 
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which no man knowes but he that hath it, and thereſore it will ſerve 
theſe mens turnes well enough, if they may be freed from the pu- 
niſhment of iin, while they love ſin with all their hearts, The 
true hearted chriſtians reallh departed out of wicked Sodow, out 
of this noyſome ſtate of ſin, he is not fo much ſolicitus about bis 
face, as about his life, that he may ſtill continue that heavenly life 
that is begun in him, he is not ſo anxious about his juſtification in 
a propoſterous method, as about the ſanctification of his heart 
and aflection; that is the heſt way to be aſſured of his juſtific tion, 
he feeles the divine life in him, and that he knowes can never ſink 
him to hell, he drinkes of the true ſprings of everlaſting life, and 
knowes he ſhall never ſee death, he is not ſo much perplext about 
bis future ſalvation, becauſe he findes he is already ſaved, becauſe 
ic ſelfe hath taken him upon its wings, and carries. him away ſwift- 
ly far from the region of death and Hell. I beſeech you let us not 
deceive our ſelves, without ſuch an inward frame of ſpirit as this is, 
that is really crucifyed to the world, and planted into Chrift, 
ſucking life and influence from him. God himſelfe with what be 
ca: do without us, would never make us happy. 

Beſides the deſtroying of this corrupt, naturall, and fleſhly life, 
we muſt alſo have a new and ſpirituall life begotten in us; For as 
Chriſt and the divine nature did aſſume the humane nature to it 
ſelfe, ſo likewiſe in every chriſtian the divine life, or the life of God 
moſt as it were aſſume the humane and created life of man, and 
totally act it and inforce it, this is the eſſence of the new creature, 
this is the life and ſoul of chriſtianity, the marrow and quinteſſence 
of all religion, to have a life wrapped up in man, that is the very 
life of God himſelfe, and whoſoever doth not pertake of this life, 
what ſoever opinion he entertains in religion, whatever outward 
forms of diſcipline he contends for, whatever ſects he belongs to, 
he is either carnall or deviliſh. For nothing of mans is pleaſing 
unto God, but that that God workes in man, and by man, and 
whatſoever workes with God according to that that is in God, 
this is in a manner one ſpirit with God himſelfe, and wharſoever 
it doth, it doth it in Forma Dei, that is, God uſing this mans 
ſoule and life, and abilities, doth act it in him, But whatſoever 
perticular created life, lives otherwiſe then the eternall life of God 
lives, this ſets up it ſelfe againſt God, and this is the life of corrupt 


nature, and the life ofthe Devill, this 8 fin and nothing elſe, to

One groſfe miſtake among men that yet pretend much to Reſigi- 
on that is very pre judicial co the advancement of this ſpirituall 
tighteouineſſe chat the Goſpel requires of us, and that is a conſeite 
that men have whereby they think that ſalvation is a meer outward 
work, and therefore may be wholly effected by outward means, 

u hetesi it is nothing elle for the ſubſtance of it, but the inward 
transforming of our ſelves into the likeneſſe of God, the real! 
tranſlating of us out of the life of nature, into the divine life, or 

life of God, or the begetting of a new and heavenly life in the 

ſoule of man, that is the very ſame that doth every way agree with 

the life of God himſelfe; I ſay it with reverence God himſeſſe 

cannot make us happy by any thing without us, but only by form- 
ing bis own nature and likeneſſe in us, they are carnall and earch. 

ly minded men, and no way ſui table to the ſtate of glory and hap- 

pineſſe, that fancy the happineſfe of heaven to conſiſt only in 

things without them, and look upon it only as an outward place, 

and not as an inward fiate and diſpoſition of the ſoule , I ſay there- 
fore that ſalvation it is an ĩaward thing,and conſiſts chiefly in being 
faved from our fins, . and being delivered from our own life, and 
being tranſlated out of the Kingdom e of darkneſſe into the King- 
dome of light and righteouſneſſe, and it is not a Heaven withort 
us, though never ſo glorious and glifteringa place, ry, it is not 
God without us that can make us truly and really happy, but it is 
God inwardly, ſetting himſelſe in our ſoules, and fo dwelling in us 
that our ſius may be ſo ruled and guided hy the life of God, as 
the members of our bodies are acted by our ſoules, and when this 
is once done, we ſhall at once live both the life of God, and in oy 
the joy, peace, and ha ppineſſe of God bimſelſe, which will all at 
once Gow in upon us, I would not be miftaken, 1 doe not here de- 
oy but that there be ſome other inferiour circumſtances belonging 
to 
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te the tate of happineſſe, as the changing of theſe vild bodies of 
ours, and inſtead of this earchly tabernacle that weighs down the 
minde, as Solomon ſpeakes, when as our ſoules were as it were 
now buried in a heepe of fleſh, they ſhall receive an other more 
divine Tabernacle that Pas i calls a ſpirituall body, a more fit com. 
panion for our ſoules, and many other ſuch things anſwerable bere- 
unto, I ſay theſe things I doe not deny, but yet all theſe things are 
of an inferiour nature, and all depend upon the former, the inward 
frame and diſpoſition of the ſoule,in which the ſubſtance of heaven 
and bell conſiſt. Now this being well conſider'd and underftood, 
it is very plain that to thinke we can be ſaved without inward righ- 
teouſneſſe, meerly by ſomething done without us, without the in- 
ward and reall change of our ſoules; is all one as to thinke we can 
be ſaved without ſalvation, or we can be made happy without the 
poſſeſſion of happineſſe, though we muſt ſtill remember the only 
procuring cauſe of our ſalvation, is che death ſufferings and ſatis- 
faction of Chriſt, who was made a propitiation for our ſins, this 
is therefore the reaſun for which this inward righteouſneſſe before 
ſpoken of is to be urged in the Goſpel, not as if we could thereby 
merrit any thing at all at the hands of God, for we can merrit 10 
thing, but there is nothing that God him'elfe can beſtow upon us 
in heaven better, then the partiſipation of his ow life and nature, 
this inward change of the foul, this new creature is ſalyation it 
ſelf, and if we be not poſſeſſed of it in ſome meaſure here, we have 
little reaſon how ever we may ſondly flatter our ſe lves to think it 
ſhall be done hereafter, chat is the firſt miſtake chat I ſhall cake 
notice of, that we are apt to conceive that ſalvation is an outward 
worke, and may be wrought only by outward means. 

2. There is another miſtake that is very neer a kin to that in 
matters of religion, and that is, when we ſeek for God we looke 
for God wholly abroad without our ſelves, whereas the only way 
to finde Cod is to turn our ſelves inward, and to looke for him in 
the bottome of our own ſoules, for if we could be carried up be- 
yond the ſpheares,and pry into every corner of the ſtarrs in heaven 
above, certainly we ſhould as little find God there as we did on 
earth, if we could find God any where abroad without us, this 
could not make us happy, for then God would be really at a di- 
ſtance from us, but our happineſſe conſiſts in ſuch areal) commu · 
nion with God, as our Saviour dilcribes, 17 ob. 22. The 143 

which, 
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"which then gaviſt me, I have given them, that they may be one ae'we 
are ont: I in tbem, and they in me, that all might be made perſett in 
one: The heaven where God dwells in, and where alone he ist 
de found, is in a regenerate ſoul, and he that will indeed find God 
and be united to him, muſt not gaze and gad abroad, and turn his 
eyes wholly outward, but he muſt look to find him within, Inti- 
mis animu, for there he may at once both ſee him, feele him, 
taſte him, and be united to him, God is never diſtant by place from 
us, for in him we live and move and haye our being, but all our 
diftance from him is only in the difperiion, multiplicity, deſtracti 
on, and ſcatterings of our hearts, and in the diſſimilitude and 
diſproportions of our ſoules unto him, and when theſe things are 
once removed, then God appears to us who was never abſent from 
us, but only our eyes are now unvailed to fee and behold him, 
God is every where alike to him that can feele him, he is only not 
preſent to him that cannot receive him, as the ſur ſhines not in a 
"houſe where the cuttaios are drawn, and the windowes ſtopt up. 
This is the rea ſon why many have ſo much «doe to finde God, be- 
cauſe they look for him as a corporall thing. they Rtill imploy their 
fanſies und imaginations to finde him without, and ſend them a 
roving, gadding, and wandering abroad after God, and have 
ſuch naturall and groſſe conceits of heaven, as if it were nothing 
but a Theatre, a place of ſights and ſhows,and God bimſelfe were 
"nothirg but a more pompeous ſpectacle, there to be gazed upon by 
theſe bodily eyes; God I ſay is to be ſought by a Chriſtian within 
kis own ſoule, and the way to find him there is, not by knowledpe; 
or ftndy, or ipeculation, but by a leaving off all things, even our 
own wit and knowledge, and eſpecially our lives, and by adſtract- 
ing of our ſelves from the love of the world, and of our ſelves,and 
dying to them, and then out of this death will ſpring the true and 
heavenly light in which alone God is ſeen and known. 
3. There is yet another miftake that is very vulgar and common, 
and that is, that men are generally very apt to conceive that God 
doth not require any endeavours, any activity of ours at all in the 
bu:ineſſe of Religion, and that God deales with us in matters of 
graceand ſpirituall things, as meer ſtockes, and ſtones, and inani- 
mal creatures, and not in a way ſuitable, to us, as we are free and 
rationall; This I conceive ta be arother miſtake that damps and 
con kes merisendeayours of ſubduing and mortifying their lufts, 
Lats 4 | for 
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for by this means we lazily ly down under the burden of our ſins, 
| and think we may caſt the blame of our wickedneſs c pon God him- 
ſelfe,he hath not given us ſtrength, he hath not given us power and 
' ability, this is a ſtrong caftle of ſin, in which! men are apt to gari- 
ſon themſelves againſt all che hearty exborcacions and inſtructions 
which the Word of God, and the meſſengers of God bring un:o 
them, whereas the Scripture every where calls upon us, to work ont 
our ſalvation with fear and trembling, to make our calling and elicti- 
on ſure, to gird up the loyns of our minds, to fight the good fight of 
faith, and Chriſt himſelſe tells us, That h with his ſpirit ſtands at 
the doore and knccks, if any man open, and will hear his voyee, I will 
come into him, ſaith he, and ſup with him, and he with me; It is true, 
indeed it is not in our power to make our ſelves new creatures, to 
be regenerate and born again when we pleaſe, but as our Saviour 
tells us, the winde blowes where it liſteth, and thou heareſt the ſound 
thereof, and canſt not tell whence it comes, nor wbit ber it goeth, ſo 10 
every one that is born of the Spirit, but yet let us not deceive our 
ſelves, though this change in us be a new birth, and we cannot make 
7 our ſelves the ſons of God, no more then we can make our ſelves 
the Sons of men, we can indeed but Pati Deum, lye down and ſuf. 
fer while he prints his own Image on our hearts, while he forms: 
himſelfe in our ſoules; yet notwithſtanding let us not deceive our 
ſelves, there is ſomething for us to doe, and that the Scripture e- 
very where calls upon us for, and that is, t to make proviſion for 
the fleſh, to fulfill the luſti thereof, to nt the old man that ts cur» 
rapt, according to the deceirfull lIuſts, to mortiſie and ſubdue this ho- 
dy of death, that we carry about u, for thoagh we cannot make a- 
live the new man in us when we pleaſe, yet we may concurr to the 
killing and deſtroying of the old, by refuſing to ſarisfie the [uſts & 
cravings of it, & then by looking up to heaven, & imploring Gods 
aſſiſtance that he would come down upon us the ſecond time, & 
breath into us the breath of ſupernaturall life, we bave therefore 
many gracious promiſes made to as in the Goſpel, on purpoſe to in- 
Tt courage us to faith in God,that he will be always ready to prevent 
us with his goodneſſe & to remove the wretched infidelity of our 
hearts, whereby our confidence in God is choxked & all heavenly 
endeavours are dampt in us, the whole Goſpel was written to this 
end & purpoſe. to deſtroy this infidelity, and aſſure us that we may 
come to God, & that he is a rewarder of thoſe that ſeek him.
